Communist-led 
Indian rebels have caused a 
state of siege to be declared 
in Cuzco and two neighboring 
provinces. 
Under-manned police gar­ 
risons have been stormed, 
and w e a p o n s carried off, 
ranchers have been threat­ 
ened by night-raiders of the 
P a l t a i b a m b a Peasants 
League, and cattle and food 
crops have been taken as 
tribute.

A new military commander 
Gen. Roberto Dianderas, has 
been named for Cuzco prov­ 
ince, as the government mil­ 
itary junta has apparently de­ 
termined to meet the terror­ 
ism with a show of military 
force. 
Government troops have not 
yet been used against th e 
communist-led Indian peas­ 
ants, presumably not to an­ 
tagonize them further.

Back To Pagan 
Oavs 


Aside fro m th e Ch ristian Feast o f th e 
Circumcisio n, th e Octave o f Ch ristmas, 
wh ich is celebrated Jan. 1, th is is a time o f 
y ear fo r taking sto ck o f y o urself and setting 
a few new go als. It is o ne ch urch day th at 
pro bably really h as fallen victim to th e 
material way s o f so ciety as we do ubt th at 
o ne o ui o f ten peo ple wo uld kno w th at Jan. 
1 is any th ing o th er th an New’ Year’s Day . 
And a lo t o f th e trappings o f th is particular 
time o f th e y ear actually date back to day s 
o f pagan o bservances o f ancient times. 
New Year’s Eve especially is still a 
th ro wback in many way s to a Ro man h o li­ 
day perio d o f wild living, climaxed by ac­ 
tual h uman sacrifice. 
We h ave plenty o f wild 
living o n New Year’s 
Eve even in th is so 
called advanced stage 
o f h isto ry but at least we no lo nger engage 
in h uman sacrifice—except wh at we prac­ 
tice o n th e h igh way s in o ur h o liday travels. 
Th is sacrifice, h o wever, is at least th e re­ 
sult o f carelessness rath er th an delibera­ 
tio n. So me o f th e o th er elements o f New' 
Year’s are o n th e ligh t side but no t to be 
entirely lo st fo r want o f any meaning o r 
value. 
Take, fo r instance, th e practice o f New 
Year's reso lutio ns. Every bo dy makes th em 
and mo st every bo dy breaks th em. A lo t 
o f th em take th e fo rm o f h umo r such as 
reso lving to th ro w away sh irts th at pinch 
o r scratch th e neck o r to sto p laugh ing at 
th e bo ss’s jo kes. On th is side o f th ings, a 
suggestio n migh t be in o rder — th at reso lu­ 
tio ns be drawn up fo r y o u by so meo ne else. 
.After all, mo st peo ple are fairly well 
up o n wh at is wro ng with th eir neigh bo rs, 
th eir friends and even th eir partners fo r 
life. A h usband and wife, fo r instance, 
wo uld be much better o ff if each drafted a 
set o f reso lutio ns fo r th e o th er th an th ey 
wo uld in getting up th eir o wn list o f th ings 
to do and no t do during th e new y ear. 


★ 
Wh at h usband, fo r instance, wo uld ever 
th ink to reso lve to sh ave befo re go ing to 
th e breakfast table but many a wife migh t 
like th is included o n th e list. By th e same 
to ken, a h usband co uld pro vide h is wife 
with such go o d reso lutio ns as keeping th e 
to ast h o t, sewing o n butto ns, purch asing 
h er o wn razo r blades, limiting ph o ne calls 
to five minutes and defy ing fash io n. Th e 
wife, o f co urse, wo uld no t be o utdo ne as 
sh e co uld co me up with a few ideas fo r 
h er o th er h alf, such as no t h iding th e car 
key s, no t fo rgetting to intro duce h er at par­ 
ties, no t accepting engagements w’ith o ut 
telling h er until th e last minute and no t 
arriving h o me at 6 p.m. wh en 5 p.m. h as 
been stipulated. 
-And th ere are an endless number o f 
o th er th ings th at are well kno wn by th e 
party o f th e seco nd part fo r th e party o f 


th e first part. Wh at appears to us a lo gical 
and no rmal pattern o f beh avio r is o ften 
quite anno y ing to so meo ne else. Wh o kno ws, 
fo r instance, wh at irritating th ings we do 
in o ur living with o ur neigh bo rs? Our clo s­ 
est friends migh t be ch ewing th eir nails 
o ver so meth ing we do o f wh ich we are no t 
even co nscio us o urselves. If every o ne re­ 
ceived a set o f New Year’s reso lutio ns 
fro m every o ne else, we wo uld all end up 
with a lo ng list o f way s in wh ich to im­ 
pro ve o urselves. In fact, th e list wo uld 
pro bably be so lo ng as to dumfo und us. 
Th e sending o f such lists migh t take th e 
place o f so meth ing such as cards th at are 
sent fo r Ch ristmas, birth day s and o th er o c­ 
casio ns. Th ere is o nly o ne wo rd o f cautio n 
—all such lists, even fro m with in th e family , 
wo uld h ave to be co mpletely ano ny mo us. 
Th is wo uld eliminate no t o nly th e o bvio us 
co nflict th at wo uld co me fro m any sy stem 
o f signed lists, but wo uld give us th e ex­ 
cuse we need to disregard th e suggestio ns 
—th e list being intended fo r so meo ne else 
and mistakenly sent to us. 


★ 
No t all th e spirit o f th e New Year’s 
h o liday , h o wever, is to be given o ver to a 
ligh t and brief lo o k at o urselves and o ur 
future beh avio r. Th e fact is th at we can 
and sh o uld give a little serio us th o ugh t to 
o ur perfo rmance in th e past y ear and o ur 
o bjectives fo r th e co ming mo nth s and th is 
go es bey o nd matters o f mere perso nal h ab­ 
its, be th ey go o d o r bad. 
.\s citizens o f a leading wo rld po wer, 
wc sh o uld be co ncerned with th e pro gress 
o f o ur natio n and th e path indicated fo r it 
in th e immediate future. Co ntrary to so me 
o th er y ears, 1963 h as given us cause as a 
natio n to find new h o pe and pride. We find 
o ur natio n at a peak to day in internatio nal 
affairs h aving to do with th e co ld war. 
Th e y ear 1962 will undo ubtedly be re­ 
membered mo st as th e y ear o f th e Cuban 
sh o wdo wn wh ich marked, perh aps, a majo r 
turning i^int in h is­ 
to ry . It will be marked 
by th e case o f James 
Meredith , by Red Ch i­ 
na’s invasio n o f India 
and by successful U.S. space fligh ts. Th ese 
and th e many o th er events o f th e past 
y ear are a part o f th e passing scene and 
th e pro gress o f h umanity . Th ey tell us o f 
many a co nflict and o f much turmo il in th e 
wo rld but th ey h o ld o ut to us a great 
pro mise — th e pro mise o f a better wo rld in 
wh ich to live if o nly we can summo n th e 
co urage to pro vide it. 
Wh ile we can lo o k at a great deal o f 
success in 1962, it must be admitted th at 
th e view presents us a fo rmidable ch al­ 
lenge in 1963. Th e reso lutio n th at we sh o uld 
really take upo n o urselves is to pursue th e 
fulfillment o f o ur daily respo nsibilities as

th e mo mentum o f th e past. 


Th o se kindly members o f th e medical, 
dental and insurance pro fessio ns wh o are 
so co ncerned o ver th e welfare o f o ur elder­ 
ly pec^e h ave really go ne all o ut. Th ey 
h ave drafted a Kerr-Mills bill fo r medical 
care to th e aged th at wo uld co st th is state 
an estimated $1.1 millio n a y ear. We h o pe 
th ey h aven’t milked th emselves o f all th eir 
h uman kindness o r th ere is precio us little 
co mpassio n left in th is tired wo rld. 
To begin with , o ne do esn’t need to be 
po verty stricken to get medical aid — h e 
needs o nly to be o n th e brink o f po verty . 
An individual can h ave an annual inco me 
o f $1,800 a y ear, up to a $10,000 h o me 
and o th er assets o f $1,000. A co uple can h ave 
$2,400 annual inco me, a $10,000 h o me and 
$1,000 in a co o kie jar. 
Th is may seem pretty genero us to so me 
peo ple but it lo o ks pretty skimpy to us. If 
th at is all we h ave wh en we reach age 
65, we o nly h o pe we never get th ere. Th e

bill pro po sed, o f co urse, gives nt h elp fo r 
nursing h o me care so if, in y o ur o ld age, 
y o u beco me unable to care fo r y o urself, 
y o u h ad better get sick eno ugh to be h o s­ 
pitalized. 
But th e final blo w in th e bill is fo und 
in th e stipulatio n th at no aid can be re­ 
ceived by th o se with financially respo nsible 
relatives. Th is is generally meant to in­ 
clude o nly ch ildren o r six)use but presum­ 
ably co uld be carried to any extreme. So , 
any aged perso n wanting aid w’ill h ave to 
h ave a po o r spo use and destitute ch ildren, 
if h e o r sh e h as eith er. 
Th e easiest way to get aid, th en, wo uld 
be to 1^ practically destitute and with o ut 
any living relatives. .As th e bill no w stands, 
it sh o ws little sincere feeling fo r th o se peo ­ 
ple wh o se o nly crime in life h as been to 
gro w o ld with o ut much o f any accumula­ 
tio n o f funds. And if y o u h ad accumulated 
much , y o u wo uld h ave to lo se it befo re th e 
state wo uld aid y o u in y o ur infirmity . 
Not Too Ba d A Ye a r 
Th e seventeenth annual sessio n o f th e 
General Assembly o f th e United Natio ns 
clo sed late in December. 


Th e event was no tewo rth y . Wh en it is 
recalled th at th e UN came into existence 
17 y ears ago it also reminds th at it h as 
co ntinued an uninterrupted co urse even 
th o ugh frequently h arassed by wo rld crisis. 
An o rganizatio n as viable as th e UN with 
th at much lo ngevity is earning reco gnitio n 
as an establish ed institutio n. 
Th e late sessio n was no t marked by 
great and urgent so lutio ns. In fact, it was 
almo st pro saic. But it was attended by two 
impo rtant events. One was th e recessio n o f 
Russia as a fo rce blo cking th e path o f U 
Th ant, tempo rary UN secretary . R u s s i a 
turned aro und and vo ted fo r h im to l>e- 
co me permanent secretary . Th e o th er was 
th e Cuban crisis in wh ich a pro mpt and 
stern po sitio n by th e United States ended 


a treach ero us Russian attempt to establish 
nuclear missiles in Cuba. 
Failure o r absence o f th at actio n co uld 
well h ave spelled th e death o f th e UN. 
Wh at did co me o ut o f it was an example 
o f th e balancing fo rce o f o ne great wo rld 
po wer against th e o th er. It assured th at as 
lo ng as such co untervailing fo rces are in 
effect th e UN can go fro m strength to 
strength , participating in th e so lutio n o f 
issues. Neith er o f th ese events were guid­ 
ed by th e UN, but it was a prime bene­ 
ficiary . 
It was a go o d y ear also fo r th e UN 
and* th e wo rld in th at Russia’s path o lo gic 
revo lutio n sh o wed evidence o f better adjust­ 
ment. It may be willing to settle fo r less 
in co existence but it h as pro gressed far 
eno ugh to desire Armageddo n no lo nger. 
.All o f wh ich is an early sign o f sanity . We 
sh o uld no t underrate th e sy mpto ms, but 
rath er h o |X‘ th at th ey are real.

It was o n January 1, 1863 th at Presi­ 
dent .Abrah am Linco ln issued th e Emanci­ 
patio n Pro clamatio n. He declared fo rever 
an end to slavery . 


Getty sburg wo uld no t be fo ugh t fo r an­ 
o th er six mo nth s. Vicksburg still blo cked 
th e Mississippi. Th e War Between th e States 
was very much a war with o ut y et indicat­ 
ing th e winner. Th e issue o f state’s righ ts 
versus preservatio n o f th e Unio n was still 
th e o fficial “causus belli.” Abo litio n was a 
new cause. It was no t th e law o f th e land. 
It existed o nly in th e President’s pro clama­ 
tio n. Ho w it wo uld be accepted was a spec­ 
ulative matter. But Mr. Linco ln was will­ 
ing to risk all fo r so cial justice. It was 
quite a .New Year’s Day . 


Well, th e President wo n o ut. Th e Unio n 
prevailed. Th e pro clamatio n, in essence, 
was written into th e fundamental law o f 
th e land. No o ne in th is co untry disputes 
th e righ teo usness o f freedo m no w. Mr. Lin­ 
co ln (iid hi.s jo b well. So did th e law. But 
th e rest o f us h ave a po o rer sco re. Equality 
o f o ppo rtunity is still lacking. Prejudice 
turned o ut to be h ard to repeal th an th e 
law. Mo ral inertia settled fo r a go o d deal 
less th an even h anded freedo m.

Amo ng th e 
mo st distinguish ed h o no rs h e 
h as received are member­ 
sh ips in th e Po ntifical Aca­ 
demy o f Sciences, to wh ich 
h e was appo inted in 1955 by 
Po pe Pius XII, and t h e 
Ro y al So ciety o f Lo ndo n. 
As fo r vo n Karman’s be­ 
lief th at man will never go 
far into interstellar space, 
h e feels th at sh eer distance 
will defeat such attempts. 
But h e is sure such attempts 
will be made.

Britain 


London 
— New blizzards 
isolated many communities in 
Britain Sunday, piling up such 
drifts *that e v e n snowplows 
gave up. The week-long cold 
wave also still gripped West­ 
ern Europe with no relief in 
sight. 


Winds of 7 0 miles an hour 
accompanied t h e blizzards 
that hit Britain during th e 
night. 


Road, rail and air traffic 
was in chaos. Dozens of towns 
and villages w e r e cut off. 
Snowdrifts were as high as 
14 feet. Travelers were res­ 
cued after spending hours hud­ 
dled in autos trapped in the 
drifts. 
On the main London-Folke- 
stone highway even snowplows 
bogged down. London airport 
was closed. 
The blizzards over south­ 
western 
England 
gradually 
moved northeast. Weathermen 
said the prospect was for fur- 
t h e r freezing temperatures 
and little hope of a thaw. 
The British Automobile As­ 
sociation called this “ Siberian 
Sunday” and added: “ Never 
in living memory has the 
southwest and west of Eng­ 
land had such an avalanche 
of snow.” 
In Paris the elevator in the 
Eiffel Tower became frozen 
and 3,000 persons who wanted 
a bird’s eye view of snow- 
draped Paris had to climb the 
stairs to the top. 
Ice and snow l e f t roads 
treacherously s l i p p e r y in 
France and Holland, causing 
many accidents. 
Temperatures rose in Aus­ 
tria and brought avalanche 
dangers in t h e snow-buried 
Alps crowded w i t h holiday 
tourists. 
Europe’s big rivers, includ­ 
ing the D a n u b e and the 
Thames, froze over and halted 
ship traffic. 
The Italian Riviera was hit 
by plunging temperatures and 
snow.
